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The applicant mainly argued, "patch mechanism is executing on the first computer running a first type of operating system and the same 
patch mechanism is also executable on the second computer running a second type of operating system". 

Examiner's Response: Examiner disagrees. 

In paragraph [0020] Moshir discloses "the invention facilitates software deployment, software installation, software updating, a nd file 
distribution based on software and patch finger printing across multiple operating systems and devices, across a network". That means 
software or patch deployment may run on multiple operating systems in different machines. 

Moshir further discloses "The patches that need to be loaded onto specific target computers are listed on the update server 220 in update 
lists 222 associated with update agents 204, 210; in the illustration, list 224 is associated with Targetl 202. and list 226 is associated 
with Target2 208. The update lists specify at least one location where the patch can be found." As shown in Fig. 2, the software patch 1 
232 distributes in update list 224 and 226 associated with update agent 204 and 210 in target computer 202 and 208 respect ively. Thus 
the same software patch deloys to different machines.
